Dear Sir,— Allow nie through the 
columns or your valuable paper to 
mention a few Facts connected with 
tlie recent trouble In Windsor, N.6., 
between tiie authorltlea and your 
Army. 

O; uiiuiu; Ikcre ure lijinss abuiif 
tlws Salvation Army which are pecu- 
liar, and to ^me minds your methods 
nnd modes seem rather etran^c 
Nevertlieleas, I thluK good la uccom- 
plIalLCd In all your undertakings. 

It happened that the nlgbt I ar- 
rived In Windsor the officers were bid- 
ding farewell, A dodger wna put In 
my Imnd, wblcb conveyed the Inlor- 
matlon tlutt new officers were to be 
Introduced by Brigadier Scott, and 
that lie was also to explain the Sal- 
vation Army's attitude In regard to 
the trouble. TJie olflccrs and soldiers 
marciicd out as usual. With a frleud, 
I luippcncd to be on the street as the 
Army wan singing and beatlufr their 
drums. Most of the eoldiers wore a 
regalia of welcome. I did not see any- 
tJUng wrong. TJiey marched and 
turned, and turned ikgiiln to go to 
tlielr barracks, I believe. A commo- 
tion seemed to occur, and I woa soon 
formed that the officer (Eosign 
Watson), wlio was to leave Windsor, 
was arrested. I conld hardly believe 
It, ttie affair seemed to be done In 
such a short time, but, sure pnonsli, 
an arrest Jiod been mnde. 

I tluouglit I would take In the meet- 
ing. Wo fouud thjc place rilled with 
un Intcrcfited audieuCe. The Army 
sung with vim and enthufila£En, a 
prayer was offered, and then Briga- 
dier Scott referred to th£ matter np- 
on whfeb be rraa aanounced to speak. 
He reviewed the trouble from the 
commencement, mentioning the arrest 
of that night, aad ssemcd astonliilied 
tiiat Knsign Watson had been put iu 
Jail for doing what the Army had been 
allowed to do for elgiit or nine years, 
i.e., niarclilng and playing their 
drnms. Tlie audience rcsposdcd heart- 
ily, and sliowed Intense Interest In the 
matter, nvldnntly, Mr. Editor, front 
the latercfit shown in that meeting, 
I Eiiouid Judge the Army has a warm 
place la tiicir sympathies. A gentle- 
man and ids wife took the platform, 
and Ulc former said a few words or 
synipattiy for and with, the Salvation 
Army, A SfeUiodlst minister was 
warmly cheered as he tonlr the plat- 
form and expressed Ids feelings fa the 
mutter. Other speakers also took 
part. Tlien Adjutant Gage (if I 
cauglit his name correctly) told ol his 
experience In t;he Uirge cities In the 
East, wliere he has hail open-air meet- 
ings wltluint tlie least trouble or 
iiivlestatlou In any way wherever lie 
luis been. A ^od deal of interest and

sympathy was Bhown as Mrs. Watson 
addrcabeu I'iuK auuience. if'rom all 1 
caji :£aru, ujosi, bravely has tbls wv- 
71:21: sUjuu Ly uiEr uiiauuuu, and even 
led the way when he was Incarcerat- 
ed In the Windiior jaiL The meeting 
was finally brought to a close by the 
singing of " All hall the poirer of 
Jesus* name." 

I lelt tlmt gathering feeling that 
wliat faults and railings the Army 
had tbey endeavored to do good 
work, and it impre^Red ma as belss a 
Bhame to pat such In Jail for trying 
tu do a work so needy In our largo 
cities and towns throogbont the Mari- 
time Provlncea. Next mornlns 1 
thongbt I would like to hear theont- 
i^me of the triaU so wended my 'way 
tn tlue court iKsuse. The {H'lsoner wuu 
brought in, looking rather seedy (to 
use a slang expression), to answer to 
thP rlnr^ nf ol'^rTTrtlG^, l,*c. H-i 
ple.-ided "not guilty." Officer Smith, 
wfio made the arrest, swore thnt the 
Army bad halte^ and formed a circle ; 
he ordered the prisoner to move on, 
which he did not do ; he then ordered 
him again to more on, and Ilnally 
placed hJm under arrest. He further 
stated that the arrest was mude on 
Water street. Durinff tlie cross-exam- 
ination of the olfleer be rather failed. 
In my estiraatlnn, to bubst;intiate all 
Ids remarks— or course tliat Is only 
iijj- opinion. Oiricer McDonald next 
took the witness stand, and then 
S^ieelal Constable Singer, whose evl- 
deace seemed to impress me as being 
iu r.ivor or the Army. Among other 
tilings, he stated there was ample 
room tor people to go by, and all the 
rigs that wanted to pass could do so. 
Wliat snrprlsed me was that be stat- 
ed tlie arrest was made of Gerrlsb 
street. Here was a contradiction at 
once agalnet the evidence of Officer 
Smitii, and the conrt seemed to feel 
matters were getting weak for the 
prasecatlon. Special Coastablc Ens- 
sell then gave evfdenec, and after 
cro£B-esu mining; h.lm the evidence lor 
tlie prosecatloa closed. The counsel 
for tlic prisoner moved thnt the case 
i>e disnilssed, br1n>;iiig tlircc points 
wliereupon he thought His Worship 
should acquiesce. His Honor desired 
evidence lor the defence, and Brign- 
dlcr Scott was called to take the wit- 
ness stand. Uts evidence wns so 
striiigiitforward and clear tbat no 
ci^ss-examinatlon was considered 
necessary. Otiier iritnesBCB also 
swore that Ensign Watson did not 
stand in the street, and tliat there 
could not ixave been more than two 
minutes from the time that Ensign 
Watson raised Ida liand to elgaal the 
drums to cease beating while he mude 
nn annonncement nntll he was arrCGPt- 
ed. It was clearly provin that tlie 
arrest bail been made while Mr. Wat- 
son was walking, also that the ar- 
rest was made on Gerrlsh street, and 
that tbera bad been no circle formed 
and lialt made. 

Upon hearing the evidence of several 
Tvltsesses, tiui •uaglstrate decided to 
dismiss tlie ease. Whatever may have 
been the difficulty beretofore. It was 
philn that the Army had kept within 
lK>ands, ia this case at any rate. 
From all 1 can learn ol the Army, 
they do not wish to oppot^e any antb- 
orlty, but bavin^ been In Windsor for 
eigbt or nine years, they seem at a 
loss to understand some of the 
iauthuritJes' actions towards them at 
tUu tTn;. Tliia, r.gaui, the anthorl- 
ties leei tlmt they have a right to 
•■nforce nay by-law they wish. I 
understaad an appeal has been cntcs'- 
td, which will come off in tlie (?aunty
